OPPOSITION TO PLAINTITT'S PETITION 
TO SHOW CAUSE AND MOTICW TOR miLtw 

Defendants, by their undersigned attorneys, hereby 
oppose plaintiff's Petition to Show Cause and Motion 
for Relief, which, inter alia , asks this Court to re— 
Qttirs defendants, the United States Department of 
Justice and State, to show cause why they should not 
be held la contempt and to require defendants "to 
cease and desist from any farther imposition upon the 
trust of the Court, ..." Plaintiff, who files this 
a otlon pro m, although he was represented by counsel 
in this case, has not supported this pleading by affi¬ 
davit or otherwise, nor has he filed points and 
authorities as required by the rules of this Court. 

The gist of plaintiff's lengthy pleading seems to 
bs an allegation that the defendants' have not complied 
with Court orders dated August 12 and August 19, 1970, 
in that there was a delay in supplying to plaintiff a 
copy of a Department of Justice file cover, a photo¬ 
graph that plaintiff had requested, and a letter of 
assurance that plaintiff had been given access to the 
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entire file that ho sought. There Is, tunwver, bo 
ortar of this Court dated August 13, 1970, and it Is 
else* fro* plaintiff's pleading Itself that he has 
been given the requested file cover (plaintiff's peti¬ 
tion, paragraph 69), and the requested letter of 
assurance. As to the latter, plaintiff apparently is 
not satisfied by the person who gave the assurance, an 
Assistant Attorney General of the United States. 

While this is plainly adequate, the supplying of this 
letter to plaintiff was only a natter of canity, since 
** *** required by this Court's order nor under 
the terns of the Aiblic Information Section of the 
Administrative Procedure Act, 5 U.S.c. 552. 

*>tltioB to Show Cause and Motion for Belief 
is plainly without nerit and should be denied.
